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REQUIREMENTS 


The percentage of proficiency on examinations must not 
be less than 75 per cent in each subject or its equivalent in 
any other marking system.

Students who have a reasonable 
excuse for not taking the regular examinations, must take the 
examination within three days or make suitable arrangements 


_for a later date. 


All students entering this college. will ‘be required to con- 
form to all rules and regulations of the college’ as promul- 
gated from time to time by the president of the college. 

The college reserves all rights to refuse admission to any 
student at any time for any reason which may seem sufficient 
to the faculty,of the school.

We equles satisfactory seuienawes education to enabie 
applicant to master the instructions given, but this does not 
mean that one must have a high school diploma. The medical 
laws put in the high school diploma requirement: for, the pur- 
pose of making fewer doctors, not better ones. 

No student shall be granted a diploma until ‘all fees or 
debts to the college are paid in full 

A graduation fee of five dollars shall be ould by each 
student to cover-all-charges incident to graduation, such as the 
class banquet, programs, etc.

There are over 10,000 Chiropractors in the United States. 
Never in the history of any science has any one system made 
such a rapid stride, and yet Chiropractic is in its infancy.

Hundreds of patients are care@ for annually at the Los ? 
Angeles College of Chiropractic. This means that the public 
is receiving benefit from the Chiropractic adjustments given 
daily by our students under the supervision of the faculty. 
No charge is made for clinic treatments in the open clinic, but 
a small fee is charged for those who desire to be adjusted In 
private rooms by advanced students. Separate rooms are used 
for male and female patients in clinic work. We have other 7 
private rooms for adjustments given by members of the faculty. 
One nice feature about our clinical department is that we 
make a careful physical and laboratory examination, including 
urine analysis and the taking of the blood pressure of the 
patients. All work of the student is approved, revised or criti-

Clinic adjustments in private rooms are given from 9 a. m. 
to 9 p. m., but the free open clinic adjustments are only from 
12 noon to 1 p. m. and from 7 to 7:30 p. m. All of the clinic 
departments are in operation daily except Sundays and holi- 
days. We have the regular clinic work and the class work six 
days a week. : 


DISCIPLINE

RECITATION HOURS 


-The forenoon class begins at 8:10 and continues to 12:30, 


with half an hour for lunch at 11:30. The forenoon class -

The afternoon class begins at 12:30 and continues to 4:30.

The evening class begins at 6 o’clock and continues to 10 
o’clock.

The entire course can be taken in either the. forenoon, the 
afternoon, or the evening class.

LABORATORY 


The college is equipped with an up-to-date laboratory and 
all facilities for studying bacteriology, histology, chemistry 
and pathology, and X-Ray. Here the student may become 
familiar with the generally accepted theories of bacterial in- 
vasion and the cause leading to the presence of these germs. 
Urine analyses are made chemically and microscopically. In 
this way we demonstrate to our classes .the fact that after 
relieving the spinal impingement and freeing the nerve supply 
to the internal organs we see the condition of diabetes mel- 
litus, albuminuria or Bright’s disease and other simiJar diseases 
disappear. A great deal of time is given to the study of histol- 


ogy, which is taught by lectures and laboratory work. We — 


believe this study to be one of the most important of the 
curriculum, as Chiropractors should know the physiological 
relation of the nervous tissue to all other cells of the body, and 
what can be caused by over-production or under-production of 
nerve stimuli. We give a working knowledge of the use of 
X-Ray apparatus. - 


WHAT 18 CHIROPRACTIC? 


Chiropractic is the science of locating the cause of disease, 


and the art of removing it by spinal adjustments, thereby 


relieving impingements on the spinal nerves. 

The word Chiropractic is derived from two Greek words, 
Cheir meaning hand, and Praktikos meaning practice. Its 
future is assured by reason of its proven merit. Its past is a 
record of achievement. It is represented in the field of prac- 
tice by ten thousand Chiropractors. It is the foremost drug- 
less system of the age, being based upon the laws of life or 
that all-ruling force, the brain and nervous system. The dis- 
turbance of the transmission of this force of life causes all 
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functional abnormalities, sickness and disease. Disease results 
when the centers in the brain and spinal cord are not able to 
transmit to the organs of the body the necessary nerve energy 
which is required by these organs to carry on their functions 
properly. 


As has been stated by practitioners of all schools, it is a 
physiological law that no part of the body can become diseased 
if it receives the proper quantity and quality of blood, thereby 
waste products being removed and disease products being like- 
4 wise removed, and it is further agreed that the circulation is 
under the domination of the nervous system. 


Chiropractic philosophy teaches that deficient nerve energy 
causes the tissues to become weakened, and this devitalized 
tissue furnishes fertile soil for disease-producing bacteria, 
where they multiply and produce toxins or poisons, which, 
when absorbed into the system, produce different diseases. 
Slight pressure may cause weakness. Severe nerve pressure 
may cause chronic disorders or paralysis. The only person 
capable of treating the perverted or diseased conditions caused 
by subluxated vertebrae is one who thoroughly understands ~ 
the nervous mechanism and knows how to regulate and modify 
its activity. The successful treatment of the nervous system 
Means the successful treatment of practically all diseases, and 
this the Chiropractor does with the knowledge of the sur- 
I rounding structures and his skillful hands.
